Union Blocked 
in Mine Strike 
Writ 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 11.—(4)—One 
of the most sweeping federal court in- 
junctions in the history of labor dis- 
putes. was ,in effect hére tonight 
against the United Mine Workers of 
America, its officials and its members. 
Virtually every activity of the union 
directed against the nonunion Pitts- 
burgh Terminal Coal corporation was | 
| restrained by the preliminary order 
srt down by Judge F. P, Schoon- 

| 


The court, in signing the far reach- 
ing decree, upheld the contention of 
the corporation that the union, by 
its activities, had hampered interstate 
shipment of coal in violation of the 
Sherman and Clayton acts. The chief 
point of the corporation in its suit— 
to regain possession of company owned 
houses occupied by striking minera— 
was decided in favor of the mine own- 
ers, for the union and its members 
were restrained from in any way seek- 
ing to maintain union men in the 
dwellings against the wishes of the 
corporation, | 

Allows Peaceful Persuasion. 

Virtually every: point contained in 
the injunction decree drawn up by 
corporation counsel was approved. 
The union and ite members were re- 
strained from violence of any sort 
against company employés and pros- 
pective employés and against company 
property. Union pickets were re- 
strained from putting their foot on 
company property, but were allowed 
to establish a single picket post on 
each road leading to the mines. Such | 
pickets were cautioned against using 
abusive language, but were permitted 
the use of peaceful persuasion. 

One paragraph of the order forbids 
the union “from obstructing, imped- 
ing, hindering, preventing, or interfer- 
ing with the operation of any of the 
plaintiff’s mines or from doing any act 
which would result in interfering with 
such operation.” 
Forbids Rock Throwing. 

One clause forbids union men from 
molesting or interfering with corpora- 
tion employés or their families, or’ ofi- 
cers and agents of the company, or any 
one. seeking to do business with the 
company. Shooting at or toward com- 
pany property or exploding dynamite or 
powder on corporation land was for- 
bidden, as was the throwing of rocks 
at employés or automobiles engaged in 
the plaintiff’s service. 

Any act which might interfere with 
the production, mining, “transportation 
or shipment of coal was restrained, 
Trespassing on company property, loi- 
tering near such property or parading 
in the vicinity of the mines was for- 
bidden, except. picket posts on roads 
leading to the workings. Such posts 
must be 100 feet from the nearest com- 
pany building, and must be marked 
to show it is a union picket point.
